Lehigh University now has an group. The group may seek University 


organization for gay and bisexual men 
and women. Tentatively named Lesbians 
and Gays at Lehigh (LAGAL), the group 
will serve as a rap-type, support group 
open to all members of the Lehigh 
community as well as gay and lesbian 
youth from the Lehigh Valley. 

Hugh Flescher, the University 
Chaplain, is serving as advisor to the 
group, which will meet weekly in an 
off-campus location. The Chaplain has 
had experience counseling gay students 
and faculty at Lehigh; his support has 
been invaluable in establishing the 


recognition next semester; but presently, 
with Flescher's support, the group sees 
no advantage in official status. 

The group is the first to start at 
Lehigh in almost a decade. The ad- 
ministration of the school is aware of 
the gay population on campus. The dean 
of students office recently conducted a 
program to educate residence advisors 
(R.A.s) on homosexuality. Four gay 
students from the University of Penn- 
sylvania led a series of discussions 
and workshops to dispel whatever myths

APATHY IS NOT TO OUR ADVANTAGE 


Another election has passed without 
the nation's gays and lesbians making 
their voice heard as forcefully as they 
could. The seventh-largest voting bloc 
in America--17 million votes, accord- 
ing to U.S. News & World Report--has 
once again failed to live up to its 
political potential, largely due to 
apathy--Did you vote?--and lack of 
organization, 

It is a sad commentary on America 
that most candidates who win elections 
are not elected by a majority of the 
people, but merely by a majority of 
those who vote. 

Voter apathy is not a heterosexual 
or homosexual phenomenon. Unfor- 
tunately, many right-wing politicians 
use apathy to their advantage by con- 
ducting anti-gay campaigns. Their 
strategy is that the New Right is certain 
to vote for them, and the gays will not 
care enough to vote at all. Too often, 
they are right. What this means is that 
an anti-gay position becomes an asset 
rather than a liability. 

Passage of a local gay-rights 
ordinance, for instance, would almost 
certainly require a demonstration of 
more political clout than we have 
mustered in the past. Planning and 
organizing for the next election has to 
begin now. A meaningful effort will 


require the participation and initiative 
of many individuals. Two gay-voter 
registration drives were planned for 
the Lehigh Valley this year: one before 
the Spring primary and one before the 
Fall general election. Unfortunately, 
the effort fell apart when a key in- 
dividual developed medical problems. 

I was telling this to someone I recently 
met, who said he would have been 
interested in working on the drive, but 
he hadn't known about it. If we are to 
have a strong, well-organized com-~ 


munity, we can't have talented people 
waiting to be asked,"' 

If you know of some activity going 
on in the gay community that interests 
you, volunteer. If nothing that's 
happening interests you, take the 
initiative and get something going 
yourself. If you don't know where to 
start, two upcoming meetings of Le-Hi- 
Ho should help: the Treasurer of the 
Philadelphia Equal Rights Coalition's 
Political Action Committee is with us 
in January, and the Executive Director 
of the Philadelphia Lesbian and Gay Task 
Force will be here in March.

A BERKS COUNTY WOMAN, 
living high atop a mountain near 
Reading, told me she considers her- 
self "basically a loner" and admits 
she is "truly at home in the woods, " 

"T've always lived in the woods," 
she said. ''WhenI was a child, I 
fantasized about it constantly. I guess 
I'm a hermit at heart. "' 

As we sat on the floor in her 
spacious, cathedral-ceilinged living 
room, it was obvious her home pro- 
vides her with much more than shelter, 
Neatly stacked firewood is stored near 
the garage and two playful cats romp on 
a meticulously tended lawn, which is 
surrounded by towering aspen trees. 
Birdfeeders abound and one wall in the 
comfortable home is covered with 
photographs of mushrooms, wildflowers 
and intricate rock formations. 

"I just can't wait to get in from 
work, change, and get out into the 
woods,'' she said. "I don't think I'll 
ever want to leave here," 

After seven years of self-imposed 
isolation, her mountain retreat has yet 
to lose its appeal, and she's far from 
ready to consider a more accessible 
location, 

A CENTER-CITY COUPLE who 
recently purchased ''five acres and a 
tiny cabin" are planning to build a log 
home on the land, 

"I've really had it with town, "' C. 
told me, as we discussed alternate 
septic solutions. ‘I can't wait to get 
out into the woods where I can breathe!" 

Both women are professionals who 
eagerly trade their business suits and 
briefcases for flannel shirts and chain 


saws on the weekends. Brush clearing 
and road-improvement chores occupy 
most of their spare time. 

"We spend every free moment 
here,'' A. told me. "It'll be a lot of 
work, and the commute will be a pain 
in the butt, but we're sure that we are 
making the right choice.'' Accomplish- 
ed craftswomen, they plan to complete 
much of the home themselves. They view 
the obvious inconveniences as a small 
price to pay for privacy, peace and 
quiet. 

LINDA lives in a 100-year-old 
stone farmhouse, a quarter mile off the 
nearest road. An apple orchard stretches 
across the front of the property and two 
40-foot pines guard the main entrance. 
A fireplace occupies an entire wall in the 
huge country kitchen, and a castiron 
woodstove heats much of the home. A 
smaller stove, in the bedroom, pro- 
vides atmosphere and warmth on chilly 
weekend mornings. 

A devout vegetarian, Linda grows 
most of her own food in the large garden 
that occupies her ''backyard,.'' She is 
a true free spirit who refuses to be 
inconvenienced by drafty stone walls, 
low water pressure or interrupted 
phone and electric service. 

Her house is filled with books, 
antique furniture and good music. 
Bunches of herbs hang from beams in 
the kitchen and foraged nuts often end 
up in the breads she regularly bakes. 

If away from the "farm" for any length 
of time, she becomes restless and 
eager to get home. Like so many of 
her country sisters, Linda really 
believes in the old adage, "There's 

no place like ho .
